T UE coming months assign Is this nation ISS 
task of preparing tor paars while SUH con­ 
ducting a major war, a job never encountered 
b efore in ail the country'# history. In Borne ways 
reconversion to pesce-tlme pursuits offers more 
difficult problems than the waging of two wars 
Foremost ere the delicate decisions necessary 
in determining just bow much of the nation's 
resources may be released for civilian produc­ 
tion without upsetting the flow of materials need 
cd for the war fronts. Next is the certainty that 
readjustm ent will bring a considerable amount of 
temporary unemployment. Washington now is 
figuring that 2,600,000 persona on war jobs will 
be idle within the next six months, not taking in 
account those who will drop out of industry 
voluntarily now that there la not such great 
need for their services. 
The problem is most serious in those cities 
which had mushroom growth aa a result of the 
war boom. It is leas threatening in centers of 
diversified industry where the return to peace­ 
time production la already past the planning 
stage end welting only for the green light to 
start turning out goods for which there Ie an 
eager market. 
•om s preparation has been made for the iran 
aition by channeling BMtterinle for civilian pro­ 
duction into these centers where war work ie 
ending. By the end of this year, there should be 
n real buret of production, but in the meantime 
the country must face some of the problems 
which were with ut before the war boosted em­ 
ployment to the all-time peak. 
It ie up Att every individual to do some per­ 
sonal planning of his own. One of the beat 
cushions against tha jolts of the reconversion 
period ie to have a liberal share of present in­ 
come put away against the time of need, pre- 
. tenthly in War Bonds ttjileh *111 bridge the gap 
between war and peace-time employment for 
many a thoughtful worker.

'T'dfE end of the war la europe brings us to the

This was possible because the Swiss best 
served the purposes of all the bellicer4mte by 
remaining at peace. They provided the one spot 
where belligerents could maintain the diplomatic 
listening posts. The Swiss service to tbs United 
States and other of the Allied nations was in­ 
estimable because through this country flowed 
the Red Cross parcels which saved the morale 
and even the lives of many prisoners of war. 
Swjiaeriend maintained neutrality with honor. 
- Sw edeha po el Hon is leas commendable for, 
although the form of neutrality was observed, 
the Swedes gave ald and comfort to the enemy 
by production of vital war material until, the for­ 
tunes of war had reached a stage where she 
could defy the Germans with reasonable security. 
Spain was under the N isi whip throughout the 
entire war and did not become a belligerent 
■imply for the reasou that Hitler never was in 
a position to use the country. The same la true 
of Portugal to a slightly lesser degree. 
ireland is more to be pitied then scorned. 
Many of the irish people were heart and soul 
with the Allies, as proved by the large number 
of irish soldiers in the British armies, but the 
president of Eire sal aloof and hoped for peace 
a bile the fete of the world hung in the balance. 
Ireland escaped bombing but placed a handicap 
in the path of Allied victory. 
The blessings of peace are great but they are 
tarnished when peace is bought ut the price el 
national honor.

We must make our basic aacur- 
ity arrangem ents with the British 
commonwealth. with France, and 
with the Soviet Union if the west­ 
ern hemisphere is to continue to 
enjoy the security whioh it has 
enjoyed for a hundred years. 
Far that reason whenever there 
is a question of im portant mili­ 
tary action we must be able to 
come to agreem ent with the prin­ 
cipal powers in the security coun­ 
cil. 
At this stage in the world war it 
ought to be perfectly clear to all 
the American republic* that the 
western hemisphere la incapable of 
isolated self-defense. 
It is. of course, very neceasary 
to have solidarity in the western 
hemisphere, and the lack of it, 
thanka to Argentina, has cost us 
dearly. 
But American solidarity 
In itself will not provide American 
security. 
In this war, the effective defense 
of the Americas was begun when 
Gen. Eisenhower landed in North 
Africa and when the battles of 
Midway and Guadalcanal had been 
fought. 
Gen. 
Eisenhower 
could 
not have landed in Africa bad we 
not been the ally of Britain, and 
no lea* of Russia, whioh engaged 
so large a part of the German 
army. 
Nor could we have mounted the 
defense 
at 
Guadalcanal 
without 
the alliance of Australia, New Zea­ 
land 
and 
the 
British 
common 
wealth. 


I 
N defending th* Americas 
we 
had very great assistance from 
many Latin-Atnerican suites, par­ 
ticularly from BraxH in the South 
Atlantic. 
Hut the decisive battle* which 
preserved the western hemisphere 
were fought on the other aide or 
the Atlantic and in the distant Pa­ 
cific. 
jjo we mum not be ashed 
now* to forget these strategic reali­ 
ties and to indulge ie the ilkiaion 
Dust the inter-American system la 
strategically self-sufficient. 
To say all this is not to mini­ 
mize the greet promise of the Act 
of Chapuhepec. 
In fact, It is en­ 
tirely 
consistent 
with 
the 
final 
paragraph of that act, which was 
put there by Sen*. Austin and Con­ 
nelly to make sure that the Amer­ 
ican republica did not relapse into 
tha dangerous illusion of hemi­ 
spheric isolationism. 
The 
system of Inter-American 
law which has been developing la 
not jeopardised by recognising the 
fact that the military security of 
the Americas require* cooperation, 
and therefore 
consultation, with 
non American powers. 
On the contrary, it Is only under 
full military security that the inter- 
American system of law can de­ 
velop and flourish and disputes 
among the American republica be 
adjusted peaceably and in accord 
with the principles laid down in 
the Act of Chapultepec. 
Let us hope that there will he 
no 
serious 
m isunderstanding on 
this i»Hue and that none of our 
Latin-A mer leat) 
neighbors 
w i l l 
place us in the position of having 
to choose between solidarity with 
them, which we cherish ac highly, 
and the strategic realities of secur­ 
ity for ourselves and for the world, 
which we can forget only at our 
peril.
